When M r. Johnson discovered the 


fire about five o’clock this morning, 
the barn was practically burned. 
He 
was notified by telephone. 
People 
Jiving several miles west of him saw 


a he blaze about three o’clock and be­ 
gan telephoning to find 
out 
whose 


barn it was. 
They did not locate the 
right party until almost two hours 
sifter the fire was first seen. 
The 
bam was a large one, being valued at 
$700. 
There were 25 tons of good 


jhay in the barn, but there was no 
stock or grain. 
The loss on the con­ 


tents is valued at $25 0. 
M r. Jo h n ­ 
son carried $300 insurance on the 
ibarn and $400 on the hay and grain. 
Owing to threats that M r. Johnson 
had heard before, he began to look 


for traces of an incendiary and soon 


found what he was 
looking 
for. 
There were distinct foot prints in the 
<*om field between the barn and the 
road. 
Mr. Johnson followed these 
tracks, and found that they led to 


¿he road. 
N ear the place where they 
<-ame out, a buggy had turned around 


in the road, and there were evidences 
fhat the horse had been hitched to 
(he fence. 
M r. Johnson thinks that 
tie knows who is guilty of the crime 
-md it is likely that arrests w ill fo l­ 
low. 
Mr. Johnson made an effort to 


iret bloodhounds but was unsuceess- 


ful. 
Coming as it did just forty-eight 
flours after the disastrous fire at A r­ 
lington, which is also thought to have 
&een the work of an incendiary, the 


¿ire has caused considerable excite­ 
ment in Posey township.

terest Was Manifested When 
Mr. 


Taft and Mr. Bryan Shook Hand s at 


Commercial Meeting . 


Chicago, O ct 8.—W. J. Bry an and 
W. H. Taft, rival candidates for the 
presidency of the United States, met 
last night at the fou rth annu al b anqu et 
of the Chicago Association of Com­ 
merce. 
The meeting is said to have 
b een the first of its kind since the 
Lincoln and Dou glas campaign preced­ 
ing the civil war. 
Intense interest in the meeting had 
b een manifested since it first b ecame 
known that the two candidates were 
to meet in pu b lic, and every seat in 
three b anqu et halls at the Au ditoriu m 
hotel, thrown together for the occa­ 
sion, was occu pied when the first 
cou rse was served, save only a com­ 
modiou s chair reserved for Ju dge Taft. 
An ear-splitting shou t gave warning 
of the arrival of Ju dge Taft. Mr. Brv- 
an, in common with every one else, 
arose and looked toward tne entrance. 
A hu ge frame, moving like a ship 
amongst a swarm of tu gs, was moving 
slowly u p the narrow aisle b etween 
two tab les. Those at a distance occa­ 
sionally cou ld catch a glimpse of a 
smiling face acknowledging greetings. 
A policeman in u niform and assistants 
in plain clothes aided in the progress 
of the distingu ished gu est. 
Mr. Bry ­ 
an, who ceased in the destru ction of 
some sort of chop su ey masqu erading 
u nder a French name, tu rned h 
ad 
slowly as his political rival drew near, 
smiling slightly . 
The dramatic moment which had 
b een anticipated with su ch deep inter­ 
est, was soon over. Mr. Bry an s hand 
awaited that of Mr. Taft. 
A single 
lingering pressu re, a word or so which 
none cou ld overhear b ecau se of the 
tu mu lt, and the Repu b lican leader 
passed on to a chair at the right of 
President Hall of the Chicago Associa­ 
tion of Commerce. The cheering con­ 
tinu ed for a minu te or so after those 
at the speaker's tab le had taken their 
seats. 
At the first moment the noise 
su b sided, Mr. Bry an, leaning to one 
side and smiling b roadly , asked Mr. 
Taft if he “had a good day ?’* 
This display of friendliness on the 
part of the two candidates stirred the 
crowd to renewed cheering and, words 
b eing u seless in the din, Mr. Taft 
stroked his throat for answer. 
Then 
Taft lau ghed and the applau se in­ 
creased. 
“W hat’s the m atter with Bill?” cried 
someone in lou d tones. 
“He’s all right!” 
“Who’s all right?” 
“Bill’s all right.” 
W’hen the last cou rse had b een serv­ 
ed, b oth of the distingu ished gu ests 
were kept b u sy signing menu s, which 
were passed u p over the mat of orch­ 
ids in front of their section of the 
speakers’ tab le. 
Meanwhile the b an­ 
qu et hall remained in good-natu red dis­ 
order. 
The orchestra play ed inces­ 
santly , working the b rasses and dru ms 
to the limit, hu t the mu sic was almost 
drowned in the b ab el of shou ts and 
songs. 
“We’re here b ecau se we’re here,” 
was a favorite.

TERRORSOFTHE SEA 


Grew of the Mayflower Saved , 


Bet Vessel Lost. 


Baltimore, Oct. 8.—Not laden with 
treasu re rescu ed from a long-lost Span­ 
ish galleon, as they had fondly hoped, 
b u t themselves castaway s rescu ed in 
the nick of time from the wreck of the 
once gallant cu p defender, the y acht 
May flower, a dozen men were landed 
here b y the Norwegian steamer Hip- 
poly te Du mois, after having passed 
throu gh the terrors of the recent hu r­ 
ricane that swept u p the coast. 
The 
May flower, once the pride of the whole 
cou ntry as the su ccessfu l defender of 
the “b lu e rib b on of the seas,” the 
America’s cu p, is a derelict, tossed b y 
the waves of the Atlantic ocean. 
This is the u nromantic end of a ven­ 
tu re, tinged with romance, which had 
for its ob ject the locating of a Spanish 
vessel lost many y ears ago in the Car- 
rlb ean sea, with mu ch treasu re ab oard. 
Of the men rescu ed five are Harvard 
men and the leaders of the expedition. 
The others are memb ers of the crew 
of the May flower. And it wou ld seem 
the very irony of fate that the vessel 
of which the party went in search had 
already b een located b y others and all 
her discoverab le gold removed, a Ja­ 
maican dispatch a few day s ago detail­ 
ing this fact.

Sullivan, Ind., Oct. 8 .—The payment 
by the other members of the Bitumin 
ous Operators’ association of money to 
the operators of the Hudson mine in 
the north part of this county, Tuesday, 
has taken from the miners at that 
mine their last hope for an adjustment 
of the present strike on their terms. 
The miners are left with practically 
nothing to look forward to but sub­ 
mission to the terms demanded by the 
operators of the mine—resumption of 
work there without the reinstatement 
of the discharged driver who is the 
original cause of the trouble. 
Miners at Hudson had hoped that 
when the other operators reached the 
point where actual payment of cold 
cash to the Hudson operators was 
necessary the other operators would 
back down. 
The receipt of $1,5 00 a 
month from other members of the as­ 
sociation as long as the present strike 
continues means that the Hudson op­ 
erators can keep their mine shut down 
without loss indefinitely. Many of the 
Hudson miners are now in desperate 
straits, not having had work for three 
months, and not being able to get 
work in other mines near here, the 
other mine lists being filled.
